3. A current investigation by this office of the Sudject was 
gmerally favorable, however several informents who knew tha Subject 
professionally critized his for ‘unscrupulous and unethical” business 
practices. These informants claim the Subject has a reputation for 
"raiding™ accounts of othar public relation firms. It is also noted 
that the Federal Government has had three tax liens against the Subject 
since 1955 including one amounting to $108.65 which is still pending. 


h. In view of the above information, it is recommended that the 
Subject be closely sucervised and that he be made witting only after 
a time elapse sufficient to afferd Subject an opportunity to demonstrate 


his integrity and reliability. 


S. The disseminaticn of the foregoing information should be 
limited to Headquarters Staff Officials on a strict need to know basis.
